In response to Amendment filed December 3, 2009 
Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a. Claims 17-32 are allowable over the Prior Art of Record because it fails to teach 
or suggest a level comprising a reinforcing insert which is over molded at least in areas 
with thermoplastic material, is made of fiber-reinforced plastic, and is materially 
connected with the level body at least in some areas in combination with the remaining 
limitations of the claims.
